m his abandoned Profligacy, that after having robbed 
his Country, and qwaffed the Bread of thote dave 
‘Men, who had hazarded their Lives in its Service, he 
could dare to trifle with a Britid Heufe of Commons > 
could hope to amufe them with fenjéle/s Lies, and make © 
impudent Propofals to be recompenfed for thofe Lies, 
even out of the Money of the People whom he had 
plundered, after he had /gwandered what he had folen, 
and made himfelf'a Beggar as well as a Thief. 

Tue Contempe and Indignation with which this 
audacious Libel was received, did not deter him, always 
lappy in his native Aflurance, from fending others in 
Print to divers Great and- Honourable Perfons, which 
had no better Succefs than thofe which came by the 
Poft. One Letter was addrefled to W P-—, 
Efq; who had had fuch Experience of his good Faith 
and Integrity in the War Ofice. Another was addref- 
fed to Sir R. § —-## — », who had known him in the 
Character of an Lis Facobite, whilft that Gentleman 
refided as the Briti/ Ambaflador at Paris. A third 
was publifhed in the moft fawning, fubmiffive Lan- 
guage, direéted to Sir R —— Wo——, of whom 
he had merited every Indulgence, by a Libel intitled 
PROTESILAUS, Anno 1729, Which contained the firft 
Project that was publifhed in Emg/and for that Great 
Man's Assassination, with a Preface in Praife of 
John Felton, who fiabbed the Duke of Buckingham: 
And to make the Body of his Works compleat, the 
Gentleman two Years afterwards fet forth an elaborate 
Treatife, which he called A Derence.of the Honour, 
Honefty, Courage, Loyalty and Undertianding of the 
Irish NaTion.

T appears by the laft Advices from Corfica, tliat Af- 
fairs begin to take a new ‘Tun there in favour of 
the Republick of ‘Genoa, many of the Malecont=nts 
to fubmit to that Commonwealth, and 
general Pardon it has offered, rather 
than comply with the Innovations which their Lead- 
ers would introduce among them. ‘They write from 
Toulon, that the cight Men of War, and two Bomb 
Veflels in that Port, are fitting out with all Diligence. 
Modena, ‘June 20. On the 15th Inftant the Duke de 
Montemar pafied “the Po with his Cavalry, between 
Re ero and Oftiglia, and marched ftrait to Governolo, 
and being joined next Day by his Infantry, he pro- 
ceeded towards the Upper Mantuan, in order to cut off 
the Retreat of the Imperialifts, who being informed of 
it, have thought Gt to retire towards the Country of 
The Duke de Montemar 
hias only lets a fmajl Body of Troops on this Side of the 
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Po, to form the Blockade of Mirandola, the Governor 
ef which Place has already defired to capitu'ate, on 
Condition that he may be permitted to go and Join 
Count Konigfege’s Anny with his Garifon ; but it was 
refufed him.
